LONG DAY AT THE CAPITOL 


Busy Signing Bills—Advises a Corre 
spondent. to Buy a $6 Suit Like 
His and Be Comfortable.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—After a day 
spent largely at the Capitol waiting on 
legislation President Roosevelt to-night, 
lon the adjournment of the Congress, gave 
out this statement:

of this Congress. I would not be afraid 
to compare its record with that of any 
previous Congress in our history, not 
atone for the wisdom, but for the disin- 
terested highmindedness which has con- 
trolled its action. It is noteworthy that 
not a single measure which the closest 
scrutiny could warrant us in calling of 
doubtful propriety has been enacted, and 
on the other hand, no influence of any 
kind has availed to prevent the enactment 
of the laws most vitally necessary to the 
Nation at this time.”’

Ex-Sergt. Havenith Furnished a 
Real Court-Martial. 


LEFT CAMP WITHOUT A PASS 


A Sergeant Caught Him Here and 
Took Him Back—He May Be 
Discharged. 


When the Twelfth Regiment arrived in 
town yesterday from camp it brought 
along under double guard Private A. O. 
Havenith of Company K, who had been 
arrested, taken back to camp, and there 
convicted of desertion. On each side of 
him marched a guard with fixed bayonet. 

Havenith went with the regiment to 
|camp as Quartarmaster Sergeant on June 
23. He was granted leave last Monday, 
which he overstayed. Capt. E. O. Power 
|reported the case to Col. Dyer, who or- 
| dered the reduction of the Quartermaster 
| Sergeant to the rank of private. Have- 
,;nith left camp without a pass and dis- 
| appeared. 
| Capt. Power, an ex-officer of the army, 
|thought that Havenith should be hunted 
up wherever he might be and dealt with 
summarily. With the permission of Col. 
| Dyer, he detailed Sergt. A. J. Smith of 
| Company K to come to New York and 
bring back the missing private. 

Sergt. Smith reached this city last Tues- 
day night. Ht was fully armed. Arriv- 
ing at the home of Havenith In thé Bronx 
about midnight he pounded lustily on the 
door and called for attention. A female 
voice from a window told him that mid- 
night was no time to m@ke a call, and 
|that he should go about his business, as 
| Private Havenith was not there. 
| Then the Sergeant toJd Havenith’s wife 
|} that he had come for the deserter; that 
| he knew he was in the house, and that he 
| would get him even if he had to beat in 
|the door to do it. The runaway then 
|spoke up out of the darkness within to 
|} say that he'd be ready in a minute to go 
| back with Smith. 
| Havenith was put in the guard tent 
under arrest, and Col. Dyer appointed a 
|court-martial to try him. Lieut. Col. T. 
|W. Huston was the President and Lieut. 
iJ. G. K. Lee Judge Advocate. Havenith 
|}was defended by Lieut. Fred Kernochan, 
who in real life is an Assistant District 
|Attorney. When the defendant heard the 
itestimony of Capt. Power, he pleaded 
The court forwarded its findings 
who sent them to 


guilty. 
to Major Gen. Roe, 
| Judge Advocate Ladd. It is believed that 
\Havenith will be honorably discharged. 
| But for his plea of guilty, he would have 
received a much severer sentenoe, the 
men of the regiment believe. 

The desertion and consequent trial fur- 
lnished the most exciting incidents of the 
camp. Havenith attempted to escape 
from the guard house after he had been 
court-martialed, and a double guard was 
assigned to watch him. He was warned 
that the guard would not use kid gloves 
if he tried to escape again. When the 
regiment started for ome yesterday 
morning, Lieut. Cornelius Vanderbilt was 
|detailed as officer of the day and Lieut. 
H. F. Quackenbos as officer of the guard. 
| Quackenbos was charged especially to see 
\that Havenith did not escape. 

When the regiment detrained at Elev- 
enth Avenue and Sixty-second Street, 
|#avenith was marched to the armory. 
|He might have been locked up to await

Among American yachtsmen, Capt. 

Henry Haff, or “Hank” Haff, as he 

was better known, was considered the 
| foremost yacht handler of his day. Be- 
| tore the advent of Capt. Charley Barr 
his supremacy in America was unqués- 
tioned. He was born in Islip, L. L, Bept. 
| 29, 1837, and for the first seventeen years 
ae his life he worked on a farm. His 
|father was a seafaring man, and was 
lost off Cape Hatteras when “ Hank”’ 
was four years old. The latter did not 
acquire any knowledge of the water to 
speak of until he was 20 years old. Then 
he became what is known as a bayman, 
fishing, oystering, and clamming at cer- 
tain seasons, and taking out sailing par- 
ties in the Summer. 

He studied racing, and was ever on the 
alert to take advantage of all devices 
which would put him in the lead. After 
many minor triumphs on home waters he 
accepted in 1867 the position of sailin 
master on the yacht Evelyn, which too 
the New York Pig: for sloops, and in 
1868 he commanded the Thomas B. Asten 
for the Olympic Club, a Great South Bay 
club, and he was Superintendent of the 
organization for seven years. In 1876 he

Up to the time that Capt. Haff took 
command of the Fanny, she had won no

|The yecht Fanny also competed in the 
famous race around Long Island in 1884 
| and Capt. Haff brought his boat in a 
winner, the Fanny beating the Grayling 
by 36 seconds.

Haff entered the service 
of Gen. Paine of Boston. He commanded 
}the Volunteer in her triumph over the 
Thistle in September, 1887, in the Amor!l- 
ca’s Cup race. He was also skipper of

Vigilant was chosen, and though she was 
regarded as slower than the Vigilant the 
Colonia won more cups than any of the 
other single-stickers that year. art.

The Danger Passed, the Blue Fleet 
Sailed Away—Lucania Beat La 
Lorraine in a Fair Voyage. 


The Cunarder Lucania, which arrived 
here late on Friday night, was almost 
captured by a fleet of warships while she 
was off the Irish coast. The big liner had 
just passed the Fastnet when Capt. Watt, 
who was on the bridge, sighted about a 
mile to his starboard eight battleships, 
seven armored cruisers and a flotilla of 
torpedo craft. It was the blue section of 
the British fleet, under Admiral Beres- 
ford, who immediately signaled to the 
commander of the Lucania that there wag 
another fleet somewhere near, and that, 
as it was oa hostile one, he would take the 
Lucania in hand and see that she got 
out of the danger zone safely. 
| Capt. Watt thanked the Admiral for his 
consideration, whereupon the entire fleet 
steamed within hailing distance, the bat- 
tleships and cruisers dividing into two 
sections, one section steaming along the 
port and the other, the starboard side of 
the Cunarder.

FREE THE FIRST DAY 


New Staten Island Amusement 
Resort Makes Its Initial Bow. 


FIFTEEN ACRES OF SHOWS 


Park Lit by 80,000 Electric Lights— 
Storm Stops the Carnival 
of Venice. 


Happyland, an amusement park with 
attractions which will justify its name to 
lots of youngsters, to say nothing of 
grown-ups, opened at South Beach, 8. L., 
yesterday. It won favor with the public 
at the very start by charging no admis- 
sion fee. 

Happyland has really a fine site. Be- 
fore it lies a beautiful beach several miles 
long with a good board walk and fine 
bathing facilities. Five miles away, across 
the lower bay, are the white towers of 
Coney Island. To the rear is a vast 
woodland with fine green trees, and this is 
easily accessible from Manhattan. The 
trip from downtown includes a refresh- 
ing ride on the municipal ferry boats, a 
feature which the Staten Islander pointed 
out with pride yesterday in mentioning 
the advantages of the resort. 

As far as the park itself is concerned, 
it promises to be a good one, when it is 
finished. Yesterday the carpenters were 
busy putting on the finishing touches. 
The promoters of the enterprise are con- 
fident that the place will be “in apple- 
pie order within the week.” 


The principal show is the Carnival of | 


Venice. It is given in an amphitheatre, 
which has a stage 200 by 80 feet and a 
lagoon nearly as large. The show itself 
is “operatic, dramatic, 
combined,” (see small bills.) 
a carnival in the fifteenth century. The 
scenery shows the Palace of the Doge 
and the Bridge of Sighs. There is a plot, 
and much dancing and singing by a 
chorus 300 strong. 

Unfortuately the storm last night pre- 
vented tha management from giving the 
opening performance of Kiralfy'’s show. 
Part of the stage is exposed, and the 
weather conditions made it impossible. A 
large crowd was entertained by a vaude- 


ville show and other amusements, 
the main attraction had to be omitted. 
Other features of Happyland are a ball- 
room with 25,000 feet of floor space, 
large enough to let the crowd dance com- 


fortably; a vaudeville house, where free! 


performances will be given; a restaurant 
with a roof garden, ‘“‘swept by ocean 
breezes,”’ above; a roller-skating rink, a 
central lagoon, with a circular swing at 
one end and a band stand at Lie otner, and

‘The 
vast upper atmosphere is absolutely transparent, and 
almost the only visible indication of its existence that 
we can perceive is-in the fiery trails of meteors that 
come plunging down through it. 

Yet in this upper region of the atmosphere, be- 
yond the clouds, lies the solution of some of the most 
important questions that confront the meteorologist. 
Somehow, potentially, he must get up there. In some 
manner, effectively, he must manage to see the in- 
visible. This necessity has been the mother of the 
twin modern inventions of the exploratory balloon 
and the high-flying kite. These transformed toys 
have, under scientific direction, become genuine 
pioneers and explorers, making discoveries far up in 
the clear blue as unexpected and as important as 
many made on the surface of the globe. Free balloons 
have risen to a height of nine or ten miles above sea 
level, carrying self-recording thermometers and other 
instruments. Even kites go up two miles easily, and 
recently a train of kites was sent up at Lindenthal, 
Germany, to an elevation of four miles. 

From these sources much has already been learned

about the temperatures and pressures prevailing 
above as well as within the ordinary limits of clouds. 
A surprising tendency to stratification has been dis- 
covered in the air, warmer and colder layers, and lay- 
ers carrying contrary winds, being found unexpected- 
ly superposed at high altitudes. As W. H..Dines, 
writing in Nature, has recently pointed out, free tal- 
loons rising to a height exceeding that of the highest 
cirrus clouds always fall eastward of the point on the 
earth’s surface from which they started. This shows 
that, in the temperate zones at least, the upper air 
currents invariably flow in an easterly direction. On 
the planet Jupiter there are broad, cloudlike bands, 
which in certain latitudes flow steadily eastward. 
The coincidence may or may not mean much, but at 
any rate it is interesting.

It Is to the evidence furnished by kites flown from 
steamships in the Atlantic Ocean that we owe the 
demonstration.eof the existence of the much disputed 
anti-trade winds flowing high in the air. But there 
is one great question concerning which the testimony 
of both balloons and kites is thus far conflicting. 
This relates to the origin and nature of cyclones. 
There are two opposed theories, the older being that 
of Prof. Ferrel, who taught that cyclones are the re- 
sult of convection currents in the atmosphere, the 
warm, light air rising in the centre and flowing out 
above. The cyclone, according to this view, origi- 
nates in the lower air. The other and later theory is 
that of Dr. Hann, who avers that a cyclone is simply 
an eddy produced by the general circulation of the 
atmosphere, and boring its way downward like an 
eddy in water. This question of the nature of cy- 
clones has almost assumed an international phase as 
between America and Europe, the tendency here be- 
ing to support Ferrel’s view and in Europe to support 
the theory of Hann. The question will have to be de- 
termined one way or the other before meteorology 
can be called a settled science, for cyclones and anti- 
cyclones are the great phenomena on which storms 
and fair weather depend, and until their nature is 
well understood predictions concerning them must 
contain more or less error. Continued exploration of 
the upper air, with thorough discussion of the results, 
seems the surest way to a solution. So we may ex- 
pect that trains of meteorological kites and exploring 
balloons that aspire to join the stars will become 
more and more common sights over the sea as well as 
over the land.

w& & Exploratory Balloons, Their Purpose,: and the Results Accomplished 


‘ N 1897 A. Lawrence Rotch, the director of the 
Blue Hill Observatory, wrote an article in 
which he told of what Europeans had done 
with exploration balloons, and advocated the 
use of such balloons in this country, but he 
and his staff were still busy with the work of 

hoisting thermometers and barometers up to moder- 
ate heights by means of kites. It was not until 1904 
that Mr. Rotch was himself able to inaugurate such 
balloon observations in America, and it was then un- 
dertaken in co-operation with Col. J. A. Oekerson, 
Chief of the Department of Liberal Arts at the Co- 
lumbian Dxposition in St. Louis, a grant of $2,500 be- 
ing made by the exposition management for the pur- 
chase of apparatus and defraying other necessary ex- 
penses in connection with.this undertaking. It may 
be remarked here that only one-half of this grant of 
money was used. 

The balloons used in these experiments were closed 
rubber balloons about six feet in diameter, and each 
one held, when inflated ready for an ascent, about 
one hundred cubic feet of hydrogen gas. This form 
of balloon was devised for this purpose by Dr. Ass- 
mann, the director of the Prussian Aeronautical Ob 
servatory, who by his example has done much to 
stimulate Europeans to undertake this kind 
search.

ground. This latter method has the advantage that 
the attention of persons.in the neighborhood of land- 
ing is attracted to the falling balloon and its recovery 
is thus rendered more prompt. 

The illustration printed above shows the balloon 
prepared for an ascent. As the balloon is closed at 
the mouth it rises at an almost uniform speed, ex- 
pancing ali the while until the tension becomes so 
great that the rubber bursts and the balloon falls, 
but the retarding action of the parachute makes the 
descent gentle and gradual. The barometer and ther- 
mometer used are of a French pattern and ‘are fur- 
nished by M. Teisserenc de Bort of Paris, who has 
sent up similar balloons in France. These have indi- 
cators which move like the dial hand of a gauge and 
shift their positions with the change of temperature 
and air pressure. These moving hands scratch a line 
on a thin metal sheet of aluminium on a recording 


cyiinder, the sheet having been first covered with a, 


thin coating of lampblack. It was found impossible 
to use ink for making a record because the ink would 
freeze at the very low temperature to which the bal- 
loons were subjected. These recording sheets are 
covered with a thin coating of shellac after the rec- 
ord has been made, and they are then easily pre- 
served without fear of injury by rubbing. 

The little recording thermometer and barameter 
are placed in light mica cases and then suspended in

It must be added that all pains are taken to make 
the instruments accurate in their action. Although 
both the barometer and thermometer have been test- 
ed in Paris, yet they are again tested before each 
ascent; the thermometer Is placed in a cold bath of 
alcohol cooled with solidified carbon dioxide which 
causes an intense cold, and the barometer is tested 
under the receiver of an air pump which exhausts the 
air to a degree of rarity below that of the high re- 
gion which the balloon is expected to visit. 

Since these balloons are sent up at the mercy of 
the winds, they may drift in almost any direction, 
and their recovery would appear to be very prob- 
lematical. Attached to the balloon there is a water- 
proof envelope containing a printed request that the 
finder will pack the instruments carefully in a box 
anc ship it to St. Louis or to the Blue Hill Observa- 
tory at Hyde Park, Mass., for which service a reward 
wil! be paid to the finder.

says: “I have been a careful student of the western 
ice movement as reported by competent observers, 
especially among the whalemen, and now that the 
Melville-Bryant buoys have drifted out, as I pre- 
dicted they would two years ago, we must be con- 
vinced that there must be a certain passage be- 
tween Captain Keegan Island, off Point Barrow, 
and an unknown island in 75 degrees north latitude 
and 173 degrees west longitude, as reported in 1864.

Ceraski of the Moscow Observatory, is popularly in- 
teresting because of the vivid conception which such 
a comparison affords of the marvelous depths of 
stellar space. To our eyes the brightest star in the 
heavens is the celebrated Sirius, the ‘‘ Dog Star.”” To 
eyes situated in a different part of space some other 
star would appear the brightest. The brightness of a 
star depends not only on its actual magnitude, but 
quite, as much on the distance of the observer. Some 
of the thinkers of ancient times may have suspected 
that there were greater suns than ours in the 
heavens, but only modern methods of celestial meas- 
urement have enabled us to prove ft. Without such 
methods we should never have known that Sirius was 
not actually as well as apparently the greatest of all 
stars. 

Ceraski’'s estimate makes the sun (to our eyes) 
seventeen billion times as bright as Sirius. The 
billions here spoken of each consist of a thousand 
millions, atcording to the American and Continental 
system of notation, and not of a million millions, 
which is the English way of reckoning. Put in fig- 
ures the sun’s light is to the light of Sirius as 17,000,- 
000,000 to 1. 

Now, here is a case in which relative distance has 
completely reversed actual fact, for, in truth, Sirius 
is many times brighter than the sun.. The most relia- 
ble estimates of the distance of Sirius, based on 
measures of its parallax; place it about fifty trilllon 
(50,000,000,000,000) miles away; that is to say, about 
587,000 times as far as the sun. But as every one 
knows, the intensity of light varies inversely as the 
square of the distance. In order, then, to compare 
the actual brightness of Sirlus with that of the sun 
we must first square the number 537,000, which gives 
us 288,369,000,000, and then divide this square by 
17,000,000,000, the number of times that the sun’s 
light exceeds the light of Sirius at our respective dis- 
tahces from the two orbs. The division gives, im 
round numbers, seventeen for a quotient. This repre- 
sents the real superiority of the light of Sirius. In 
other words, if the earth, instead of being situated 
comparatively close to the sun, were placed half way 
between the sun and Sirius, the latter would appear 
to our eyes seventeen times as bright as the former, 
and if we were as close to Sirius as we are to the sun 
Sirius would give us 289,000,000,000 times as much 
light as the sun would be able to send to us there. 

But there are stars, such as Canopus or Rigel, 
whose actual brightness exceeds that of Sirius hun- 
dreds and possibly thousands of times, although as 
seen from the earth they are less brilliant than the 
Dog Star. It is their immensely greater distance 
which robs them of their real splendor, 
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ail the balloons and their interesting records have 
been recovered, There have, however, been some cu- 
rious incidents connected with their recovery. Only 


a nominal reward is offered for the recovery of the 
apparatus, and some finders have thought their 


“ finds’ were worth more and have held out fora 
greater reward. Nor have the balloons always been 
recovered at once. In one case when a balloon was 
liberated in July it was not found until October anée 
not returned to the Blue Hill Observatory until Jan- 
uary. 

“t was intended to begin these balloon ascents on 
the grounds of the Columbian Exposition in the Sum- 
mer of 1904, but it was not until the middle of Sep- 
tember that everything was ready, and the first as- 
cent was made on the 15th of the month, when at 
4:33 P. M. the balloon was released and soared aloft 
to the immense height of 55,925 feet, (as shown by 
the barometer that was carried up in the basket.)

While drifting toward the pole surveying par- 
ties will be sent out on both sides of the ship, ex- 
tending their operations at least fifty miles on either 
side, and being in wireless communication with the 
ship at stated !ntervals during the day. The De 
Forest wireless telegraph system will be used. The 
automobile boats are on the general plan suggested 
by Samuel R. Clarke of Bozeman, Montana, and in 
fact it is this style that Dr. Cook expects to use in 
his proposed antarctic expedition two years hence, 

The Arctic has been fitted with a large and pow- 
erful air compressor driven by a windmill, so as to 
economize coal, the power thus accumulated and 
stored being used for the dynamos for lighting as 
well as heating purposes. In fact, many novel ap- 
plances have been supplied to the ship which will 
tend to make her the most perfectly equipped ves- 
sel ever serit into the arctic regions, not only for 
the work she is to pegorm, but for the actual com- 
fort ot her officers and crew. 

On this voyage Capt. Bernier proposes to locate 
the several wireless telegraph stations which are 
to be used in his dash or rather drift to the north 
pole, which practical men really believe will be suc- 
cessful, barring unforeseen accidents. 

The Arctic is no doubt the best modeled vessel 
and the strongest structurally that has ever gone 
out on such work, for her resisting powers have 
already been severely tested, and she was not 
found wanting in any respect.

way as a chariot horse into Chaldea, Asia Minor, and 
in Greece came in contact with the European horse, 
with which it was mixed and blended, thus producing 
the various modern types of the latter. 
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“This Libyan horse: was possessed of flat bone, 
small head, wide forehead, long, elegant ears; short 
face, deep jowl, small muzzle, narrow nostrils, capa- 
ble of great dilation; long pasterns, hard bones, tail 
set high up and carried straight out when in action. 
Originally it had no ergots, but in the present race 
rudimentary ergots are found on the hind legs only. 
Its callosities are small, and much greater unity ex- 
ists in the blending of the ‘ finger bones’ of the fore- 
legs, showing that it is an older and more highly 
specialized type than the European horse, It pos- 
sesses in the highest degree those qualities which the 
breeders would characterize by the term ‘ blooded,’ 
as opposed to the term ‘cold-blooded’ as applied to 
the horse containing a surplus of European blood. 

“The gradual infiltration of European blood into 
the North African has resulted in the destruction of 
the Libyan horse in that country and the evolution of 
a breed known as the ‘Barb.’ This horse, notwith- 
standing his somewhat impure origin, is superior to 
all other of the fleet types except the Arabian, which 
contains much purer Libyan blood. It is on the

“This dog derives his name from the earliest un- 
derstanding of man’s respect for ancestral blood. He 
was called the bloodhound to distinguish him from 
the foxhound and other hounds that the hunting of 
wild boars inspired, meaning the hound of pure blood, 
as we now speak of a blooded horse.” 

“But the bloodhounds that hunted negroes in the 
Sovth used to pull their men down?” 

“ The hounds that were used for this purpose for a 
long while in the Southern States were trained to do 
this, but they were not pure bloodhounds, but out- 
crosses of the bloodhound. Those were trained slave- 
hunting hounds. It would be absolutely impossible to 
train a bloodhound to do this. It is entirely against

Barb, even more than on his purer relative, the Arae 
bian, that the foundation for the English thoroughe 
bred was laid. The specialization of the latter, how~ 
ever, as a racer has rendered it impossible to intro- 
duce fresh strains of the Libyan into his blood. Such 
an effort would increase staying power, but probably 
in the first generation would decrease speed for short 
distances. .Thus the thoroughbred, or more accurate- 
ly the ‘ Anglo-Libyan,’ with: his mixed origin, is 
undesirable as a base for the formation of a new 
type. Breeding for speed without regard to tem« 
per or intelligence, and a tendency to nervous degen- 
eration owing to constant strain of training and rae- 
ing, have spoiled him for that purpose. 


“The situation in regard to our future efforts, 
therefore, one may sum up in about this way: We 
have a horse who has already too much European or 
cold blood, (except in the carthorse type.) We wish 
to improve him in the direction of elegance, confor; 
mation, intelligence, speed, and general adaptability. 
To blend him with breeds already blended themselves 
would be a waste of time. The problem is simplified 
when we remember that the pure Buropean horse, 
searcely exists; that if he did exist we would not carg 
to possess him; ‘that all modern horses, except the 
Arabian, are the result of a blending of European and 
Arabian blood, and that the Arabian horse is not @& 
breed in any sense of the word, but the sole pure sure 
vivor of a great race. 

‘* As for the Government’s efforts to lay a foundas: 
tion by mixing highly specialized breeds, such as the 
Percheron, thoroughbred, &c., and expecting to blend 
them all into an American horse, it would be quite aa; 
sensible, in the light of recent biological experimentg,! 
to make a ‘mix up’ of spaniel, terrier, and eatin 
in order to produce the ‘ great American dog.’ 
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“So far as my own experiments with this intene 
esting problem have pointed to a solution, I belleve 
that a new type of horse, worthy to secure the in- 
dorsement of the Government, can be produced in 
the following manner in twenty years: 


“Let as large a number of mares as possible be 
obtained, mares which are the nearest approach to thé 
desired type, but slightly smaller. Let them all but 
ten be bred to one pure Arabian stallion, as perfect 
a specimen as money can buy. The remaining ten 
should be bred to another Arabian stallion, not near« 
ly related to the first, but equally fine. Two horse 
colts of the first generation should then be selected 
who are the best of the progeny of the ten mares, 
These should be bred to the progeny of the remaining 
mares. In the ensuing generations this course should 
be methodically repeated, constant judgment being 
exercised to eliminate those animals which do not 
conform to the desired type. In the course of. five 
generations a type of horse would be produced that 
Woul! astonish the world and confer a lasting honor 
upon the American people. The horse produced will, 
from the first generation, average one hand taller 
than either sire or dam. 

“This system, less methodically’applied, therefore 
less perfect, was used to produce'the Russian Orloff. 
Its application has already resulted in extraordinary 
success in this country, though it has as vet been 
carried only to the second generation, and with in 
insufficient number of individuals. to practice com- 
plete elimination and selection for type. Sufficient 
has been done, however, to show that the Arabian 
makes a quicker and surer impress upon .cold blood 
than can be made by the animals of any evolved type. 

“ The Arabs claim that an infusion of mixed blood 
lessens the speed of their horses, and I predict that 
the Sysonby of the future will be based on pure Ara- 
bian blood, which wil! give to him all the good qual- 
ilies that are lacking in the thoroughbred, as well as 
the latter’s speed.”’ Cc. &.

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his nature. It is the custom to trail a bloodhound:on 
a perfect stranger to the dog, but when he has overe 
taken him, and ascertained that the man was the ob~ 
ject of pursuit, he manifests no further interest in 
him.” 

In a three-acre field of thick grass, inclosed by a 
high wire fence, with an additional second fencing 
about five feet beyond the first, running parallel with 
the road, we found the man-trailers. This latter 
fence was there to prevent the intrusion or approach 
of other dogs that might introduce distemper or 
other dangerous diseases to which bloodhounds are 
specially susceptible. When I say that a bloodhound 
weighs about 100 pounds and stands about three 
feet high you cam realize what a full pack of these 
animals in full cry after you would mean to the un- 
initiated. ‘ The doctor handed me a whip, taking one 
himself, as he unlatched a gate in the fence. 

“If you don’t have something like that in your 
hand they’ll paw your clothes off,’’ he said. 

The whip may have been necessary, for the blood- 
hound makes your acquaintance unceremoniously, ef- 
fusively, but with a violent lashing of his big tail and 
a friendliness in his enthusiasm that no one can mis- 
take. After the first excitement of “nosing a new 
scent”’ is over they trot away in all directions, quité 
oblivious of the presence of any one. 
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After we had walked once around the field Ma- 
gician, the prize bloodhound of the world, took up thé 
trail, and, with his deep-throated voice, followed our 
scent eagerly back to the barns. 

“There isn’t any dog as suitable for a pet as a 
bloodhound,” said Dr. Knox admiringly. ‘‘ The only 
thing that’s made them unpopular is the people who 
read and write fiction.”’

“ Of course, and almost every one else is afraid of 
these dogs.”’ 

“How do you train them to trail-a man?” 

“ A thoroughbred bloodhound is born trained. All 
the breeder does is to encourage the pup.

Let the English child sit up till 
all hours, eat hot soups, roasts, rich puddings at a 
night dinner; have it always in the drawing room, 
make it de “tricks” till it thinks it is the most im- 
portant member of the family. and I am sure it would 
not be a whit pleasanter to have about than the 
American chiid: brought up In the same fashion, and 
I'am very doubtful if it would finally turn out as 
well. 

These little annoyances are the things one feels 
most at first in making the acquaintance of an ordji- 
nary American child reared in the typical fashion, 
just as a visitor in an English home is first impressed 
with the idea that an English mother neglects her 


chiidren, when in reality she loves them dearly and 
is only trying to keep them from intruding on other 
people who are not their mothers and who she can- 
not believe would feel any interest in them. 

This is one of the first differences that one notes 
between the English mother and the American moth- 
er. The former takes it for granted that you do not 
fee’ any particular interest in her babies, though she 
herselt miay dote on them. The latter takes it for 
granted that you cannot help loving them and want- 

i. make their acquaintance. 
Let «n American remain long enough in England 
and he will see that we really have very excellent no- 
tions about the rearing of our children, though we 
may go to one extreme. And let the English visitor, 
especially if she be a woman, remain a year in this 
country and she will see many of the advantages of 
cer ain phases of the American system of child-rear- 
ing, and if she is human she cannot help becoming 
infatuated with many a small person whom she will 
meet in her American travels, 
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Tre mecst noticeable thing about the average 
American child is its individuality. In many wsys 
every child is different from every other chiid and 
secms to need a special kind of treatment. [t Is in 
ncting this fact that the American sclfool tea "her be- 
coines so proficient in her work, and Kt is her appre- 
ciation of this fact that might make the Anierican 
mother tre wonder of the world and envy of all nia-

tloms: 
In England we are too prone to regard children 


as merely children, and fancy that what is good for 
ne is good for all. ‘Therein we make our mistake, 
d therein our boys’ schools make a mistake. 
**Caning is good for a boy occasionally,” say the 
Fnglish father and the English schoolmaster, and so 
we have it that even at Eton an occasional boy is oc- 
casionally caned for a very serious offense. We have 
a way of saying “a boy’s a boy,” instead of calmly 
takiny into consideration that a boy is an individual. 
One English head master has told me that he has 

ver caned a boy except for one offense, and thrt is 
for the telling of a malicious lie, ‘‘and,” he added, 
‘every boy should be caned for telling a malicicus 
lie. There is no other way to deal with him.” 

All of which may be a mistake. Some malicious 
liars may be cured by caning, but others may re- 
cuire some other sort of treatment. It is so impor- 
to first know the boy before meting out his pun-

tant 
ishment. 

In this country you are learning far more rapidiy 
thau are.we of England the importance of child- 
study. The study has been forced upon you, or let 
me say you have forced it upon yourselves by a cer- 
fein levseness in child-government, which lo>oseness 
“ili probably in the end work out to great good. The 
American baby being made so much of from the very 
baginning develops a very early precocity, and having 
begun to give him so much attention, it would be ex- 
tremely Gangerous for you to drop off suddenly from 
noticing kim. So you are forced into noticing and 
studying your offspring. 

{ have no doubt that, except perhaps in a remote 
corner or two of this country, that old performance 
of ‘breaking a child’s will” is never practiced in 
these days. Certainly a most pitiful sight, as pitiful 
as that of a bird with a broken wing, is the child with 

“broken will.”” In the old, old books we read of 
this exercise of so-called ‘‘ parental rights’’ over the 
child, but I think that in these days neither here nor 
in England does a parent consider it well to so sup- 
press all individuality in a child. 

Put in this country you are cultivating a larger 


individuality, and I wish that without introduciug 
into our English homes the faults of your American 
system we might still give our children the advan- 
tage of certain of your better ways. For instancs, I 
note among my little American friends a degree of 
self-reliance that is absolutely charming. They but- 
ton their boots, comb their hair, wait on themselves 
and sometimes on their elders at an age when a nurse 
would be doing everything for them in England. Per- 
haps it is because their mothers have had so much 
difficulty in getting nurses for them as well as so 
much difficulty in obtaining even ordinary house- 
workers that they have been obliged to teach their 
children to do for themselves. Whatever the cause, 
the result is admirable. 

I assisted at the putting to bed of a small person 
the other night, and just as I thought she was about 
to kneel to repeat her “ Now I lay me” she very 
courteously, though pointedly, dismissed both her 
rnother and myself with: 

“Now, you'll both please to say good-night and 
go ’way off, ’cause I got some talkin’ to do with 
God.” 

It was a very quaintly put request, though really 
& most reasonable one. Perhaps I should be ashamed 
to admit that on the other side of the door I begged 
her mother to allow me to do some eavesdropping. 
This little lady could never, I feel convinced, become 
a member of the Church of England in good standing, 
for she has a repugnance to “ set prayers,” and in- 
sists upon absolute privacy for her communings with 
her Maker. From the very beginning, it seems, she 
steadfastly refused to repeat either ‘“‘ Now I lay me” 
or any other child's prayer, and her desire to do her 
‘talkin’ with God” when she is quite alone has al- 
ways been respected. 

Fancy the horror, the very crime, of any attempt 
to force that little child to “ pray like other good Hittle 
boys and girls pray ”! 

One of my little friends has explained to me that 
her father and mother never “tell’’ her to do any- 
thing. It seems this small individual has an objec- 
tion to being “told” or commanded, so her parents 
have invented a way that pleases her better. ‘“ You 
may bring mother a drink, dear, if you will,” is the 
formula her little soul delights in. ‘‘ You may dust 
that chair for the lady to sit on, if you would like to,” 
was the way the child was appealed to in regard to a@ 
dusty garden seat where I was about to sit down. 

Whether this form of appeal would answer in 
every instance I have not yet learned, as my little 
acquaintance is a very recent one, but it seems a very 
easy and gentle way of pleasing a child and making 
certain tasks a delight instead of a bugbear to her. 
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I have been visiting in one place where three fam- 
{lies have clubbed together in one house for spending 
the Summer, and a young woman teacher has been 
engaged to take charge of the six children who be- 
long to the three families. 

I was a bit shocked: the first morning I was in- 
vited to “go bird's nesting” with the little band, 
until little Miss Five-year-old explained that Miss 
Black took a book and a “ scope-glass’"’ and a “ pict- 
ure-tooking thing,’ and that eagh little girl was to 
carry a kitten to ‘“ make it get used to birds an’ not 
eat 'em up,” while the boys had their dogs at their 
heels ‘‘ to teach "em nice manners to birds.” 

Such a beautiful tramp I never before enjoyed in 
my life, and, oh, the bird-lore that came to me from 
the very lips of those babies! At every nest we 
etopped to inspect we had a reading from the book, 
written in the simplest language, that even a three- 
year-old could understand, which described the par- 


ticular bird to such a nicety that I am sure not one 
of us could ever mistake it for any other bird. The 
little girls wore their funny overalls that they might 
go tree-climbing without impediment. Already I have 
written to my English kin that the only sensible way 
to dress a little girl when she is playing about the 
grounds of her Summer home is in denim trousers, 
and I am looking forward to the scorn with which my 
Buggestion will be answered. How I should delight to 
start this fashion in England. If only the Princess 
of Wales could be prevailed upon to dress her small 
Priacess in this comvenient fashion, one might, per- 
haps, do something for the emancipation of English 
little girlhood. 

Another day we went on an ant-hill hunt, the six 
children, their governess, and I. I do not believe 
any child of that group will ever step purposely on a 
little ant house or demolish a city built by these won- 
derful little architects. Nor do I believe one of them 
will ever forget the things learned that morning con- 
cerning the way ants keep house, how they bring up 
their babies, how they feed them, and what particu- 
lar enemies they have in the grass forest. 

When these tots are a bit older I am hoping that 
they will be sent in a body, under the same young 
lady, to England; that they will march through West- 
minster Abbey, the Tower of London, Old St. Paul's, 
and then through the cathedral towns with their 
English histories under their arms, and so make real 
the things they learn in the books. 
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It was a member of this little band of naturalists 
who a few days ago tried a very original way of dis- 
ciplining her little brother, aged 3. She herself is 6. 
The little boy was found weeping lustily on the cro- 
quet lawn while his sister was tugging violently first 
at one ear, then the other, saying in her best grown- 
up manner: 

“ Now, don’t you feel how it feels, on’y lots worse 
an’ worse, cos’ I don’t pull your ears ’way off, cos’ 
when you get a man I don’t want you not to have 
ears!"

And 
your free kindergartens make school hours a delight 
to a child instead of a means of torture. You Ameri- 
cans have mastered the art of how to give a child les- 
sons without his knowing he is studying, and now 
the countryside as well as the city parks abound with 
little students of nature who think th ’y are playing 
and having a good time when they are really doing 
the most important study work of their lives. To 
educate a child by entertaining, amusing, and inter- 
esting it is truly an art of which many an American 
parent and school teacher seems to be master. 
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Surely in the days when your present small boys 
and girls become men and women and have the mak: 
ing of the laws of State and society, there will be no 
lack of drinking fountains for dogs and horses in 
New York, as there is now; there will be no abused 
horses, no starving cats, no neglected caged birds, no 
home, however humble, without its own little flower 
garden, be it but a hand-painted window box of fer- 
tilized earth; for this generation of children is learn- 
ing so much concerning the wants of our fellow- 
creatures, their habits, and their usefulness, that 
kindness and thoughtfulness for. their comfort will 
become to them merely a matter of course. 

The attitude of the small American boy toward his 
little sister and her small girl friends is at once a 
pleasant thing and a surprise to the English onlooker. 
He will give up more to his girl playmates than will 
the little English boy. The American boy seems to 
expect to “ give in” to his sister, the little sister, as 
well as her father and mother insisting that this fs 
right “ because she’s the lady,”” whereas the English 
small boy is under the impression that he should be 
first “because he’s the man.” Yet this same selfish 
little English boy does not forget to take off his cap 
to his sister and to her girl friends, while the unself- 
ish little American: boy is rather shy of cap-raising 
to his little sister, to his mother, and to her friends. 
One wonders if cap-raising is not taught in the pub- 
lic schools and if the teachers themselves do not in- 
sist upon it from their small pupils, even though the 
gentle art be neglected or not required of the little 
bey at home.

Suppose we were Congoese instead of New York- 
ers. Naturally, unless we were already more than 
ordinarily well provided, either in quality or quan- 
tity, we would, in the course of events, for a string 
of beads and a piece of broken looking glass, con- 
form to the customs of the country and purchase a 
wife or two. Suppose one of these wives sinned 
against us either by act of omission or commission, 
We would naturally put ourselves to the trouble 
and inconvenience of chopping off one of her hands 
or feet, perhaps both or all four, if the fault were 
particularly glaring.

But, nine times out of twelve, each case hav- 
ing exactly the same circumstances, the Judges.and 
juries holding dominion over our pocketbooks and 
their contents would assess a different value in each 
case for the damage done. 
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Bishop Potter once said that every person begins 
life with a capital equal in money to $100,000, mean- 
ing in eyes, ears, hands, limbs, and brain. But, he 
said, no one would be willing to take $10,000 for an 
arm, a leg, a hand, an eye, or an ear. Juries have 
always estimated the entire dead man, woman, boy, 
or girl at a less sum than severed members of anat- 
omy. There was a boy named Howard Williamson, 
a newsboy, whose leg was so much injured when run 
over by a car belonging to the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad a few years ago as to necessitate amputa- 
tion twice. He got $22,500. Yet there was a case 
shortly after in which Charles B. Morris, through 
Blandy, Mooney & Shipman, his counsel, got a ver- 
dict for only $7,500 against the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company for the death of his son, Leslie B. 
Morris, 18 years old, hurt in a collision while return- 
ing home from Holy Trinity Church in Harlem, the 
left arm of young Morris having been forced through 
a window, so that an artery was severed.

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Dr. Holt has an idea that men should be exam- 
ined and rated at intervals from childhood up, 2c- 
cording to some such tables as his. He thinks there 
would then be offered scientific bases for awards in 
damage suits for losses of lives-or limbs. These 
theories are those of Mr. H. G.: Wells in. ‘“* Mankind 
in the Making,” amplified. Dr. Holt points out: “A 
man who has no income whatever and could offer no 
collateral would be refused a loan of money from 
any person or bank, and he could not ‘obtain money 
except by reasons which are foreign. to the rules of 
business. A person with good habits and a steady 
occupation with a specified income would be able to 
hire money on that alone, in proportion to his in- 
come, other things being equal. The‘time is coming 
when the earning ability of man will be rated, and 
will be just as valuable in the labor market as is tho 
rating of his financial ability to-day in the business 
marts of the world. When that time comes, the im- 
portant data for our mathematical formula will al- 
ways be readily obtained, and the scope and‘extent of 
its usefulness be realized in solving every problem 
where the economic value of man is to be determined, 
defining every step in the process to that mathemat- 
ical exactness with which jit is constructed, thus giv- 
ing equity in courts of law, in accident and health in- 
surance, in the Bureau of Pensions of the United 
States, and in many of the troublesome questions in 
the labor markets of the world.” 

Unless some plan, some prospective table, such 
as was outlined by Dr. Holt in his address before the 
American Medical Association, the full report of 
which will be published in the next issue of the as- 
sociation’s journal, can*be devised, to reduce to dol- 
lars and cents, at least within a degree, the value of 
flesh and blood and brains, we shall go on, as we 
have done, year after year, hearing of and receiving 
verdicts unwise, unjust, and ridiculous. Judge Rus- 
sell of the New York Supreme Court recently set 
aside a verdict for $200 awarded to the father of a 
boy killed by a wagon, and ordered a new trial. It 
was the case of the six-year-old son of George Gub- 
bitosi, killed by a wagon belonging to Isaac Roth- 
schild. Judge Russel) said that a child’s life is either 
worth more than $200 or that it is not worth any- 
thing. In his opinion he took the ground that by 
the child’s death “aside from any sentimental loss, 
the father lost the probable services of the son from 
an age when that service would overbalance the 
burden of his support, the help of his manhood life 
rendered from the instinct of affection, and the legal 
obligation to support parents who gre aging into 
inability to care for themselves. And that service is

As against this, most readers will remember the 
decision of Judge Gummere, in the Graham case, in 
which he said a child's life was not worth more 
than a dollar. A. L. Graham, whose son was killed 
by a street car in Newark, N. J., three times ob- 
tained a verdict against the company for $5,000. 
Judge Gummere set the verdict aside on each occa- 
sion. After the seventh hearing of the case, the 
New Jersey Supreme Court gave Mr. Graham a ver- 
dict for $1,000. Shortly after Judge Gummere’s do- 
cision, Judge Vandevater of Paterson, N. J., awarded 
damages of $9.90 for the killing of a cat. *

It may be many years before scientists succeed In 
having established a standard money value for each 
man and woman, boy and girl, dead or maimed, but 
jury-box decisions are coming more and more to re- 
flect enlightened public opinion as to the cash value 
of human life. It is true that the $100,000 verdict in 
the case of Mr. Leys was an exceptional one, but, as 
it was based upon his earning power, which, as testl- 
fied to by the widow, was $2,000 a year, it was per- 
haps not too large. She calculated that Mr. Leys 
would have been worth $500,000 if he had Hved to 
the age he should have attained, according to the 
standard insurance statistical tables. The old dis- 
position to deal leniently in case of accidents is 
passing away. In its place is atpurpose to fix the 
responsibility and hold the offender, whether corpo- 
ration or private citizen, to a strict accountability. 
Edward C. Hinsdale, who was in charge of the fore 
eign department of the Morton Trust Company, was 
also killed in*the Park Avenue tunnel disaster, and 
his wife got a verdict on the first trial of $60,000, 
which upon retrial was reduced to $40,000. Though 
the award was large, it could not be called excessive, 
Levi P. Morton, the dead man’s employer, testified 
that Hinsdale received a salary of $5,750 a year. He 
was forty-seven years old. Assuming that he had 
lived his full expectancy, which would have been 
eighteen years more, at sixty-five he would have 
earned $103,500, besides interest. 

Every one agrees that no money payment cam 
atone for the grief caused a family by the loss of one 
of its members, but it is true that dollars and cents 
can relieve the distress so frequently caused by the

Pertinent Side Lights 
on Russian Finances 


INTINENTAL articles attacking the state of 
Russian finances bear out the conclusions of 
the German expert, Rudolf Martin, 
article declaring that Russia was bankrupt 
beyond all possibility of redemption was re- 
produced in these columns last week. Mean- 
Publicity Bureau of the Russian Treasury 
has not been idle. On June 26 it issued a commu- 
niqué made up of data intending to show a most pros- 
perous condition of Russian finances, and indirectly 
denying many of the charges made by critics. This 
was published in THE New York TIMES on June 27. 
Opposed to the critics is the Ministerial opinion that 
direct taxation of Russians can still be made to 
yielé millions. The communiqué of June 26 would 
seemingly justify such a measure, but it should be 
remembered that the official figures in that docu- 
ment cannot be confirmed by private investigation, 
and the statement that the savings bank deposits 
have in four months increased from $12,500,000 to 
$57,200,000 is eloquently repudiated by the recent 
news of runs on Russian savings institutions.

We therefore addressed ourselves to Rus- 
sia, which undertook to announce the rupture and: to 
protect the interests of Greek subjects in Roumania.”

The Hope of Southern Italy 


WEEK ago some attention was paid in these 
columns to the falling off of immigration to 
this country from Southern Italy and the 
causes which moved Italians of the Basili- 
cata, Calabria, and Sicily to emigrate. It 
was also noted that the Italian Government 

Was greatly exercised over the drain on its southern 
provinces, both in regard to population and finance. 

Italian political economists regard the passage of 
the new bill in the United States not to allow emi- 
grants to enter this country who could neither read 
nor write as a blessing in disguise. Not only, they 
say, will it inspire the: development of education at 
home, but will also keep millions of money in the 
country and thousands of that most useful class of 
Italians—the tillers of the soil. 

Further statistics have come to hand which prove 
an interesting commentary on those offered a week 
ago. It appears that nearly 100,000,000 lire, or $20, - 
000,000, are yearly drained from the peninsula in 
ready money and ocean tickets, while the want of 
men in the southern provinces is a serious problem. 
In one year 212,424 men and boys definitely emigrat- 
ed, while 153,634 emigrated, but returned, making the 
lack of 366,058 men during many months of the year. 
These men left behind them 395,000 women with emi- 
grant husbands or widows, and calculating to each a 
medium of two young children, it results that 1,185,- 
QUO so-called unproductive beings are there, without 
taking into consideration old people, invalids, or un- 
married women. For each at least 6 cents daily is 
necessary to live, which makes an annual sum of over 
130,000,000 lire which must ceme from somewhere, 
while the masculine element, which would naturally 
support them, is almost entirely wanting. This, of 
course, practically refers to the south. In the Basili- 
cata and Calabria the women are 22 per cent. more 
numerous than the men.

It did, and I was very much frightened, 
for I thought that I was in utter disgrace.

There is none 
of the screaming that one associates with children at 
play in a world nearer ours. Whether it is because of 
the habits of race or the effect of the discipline of 
public school life, the fact remains that these children 
are singularly well-behaved, and one cannot help re- 
marking how quietly they stand and wait their turns 
at the swings or “ teeters’”’ or any of the other things 
the paternal municipality provides for their amuse- 
ment. In Hamilton Fish Park we saw three girls 
playing tennis, when a fourth expressed a desire to 
join in the game. One had a vision of how, in another 
neighborhood, this would have meant a wordy war of 
protest, since the new-comer was so small. But here 
there was no protest. Her right to share the court 
seemed to be recognized at once. Whatever influ- 
ences produce such good manners ought to be set to 
work in quarters of the town more favored by social 
distinctions than the looked-down-upon east side. 
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These are the problems before this artist, who its 
forever studying the life of these people. Their atti- 
tudes, their playtime, their work, their sorrows— 
though these he touches upon only so lightly as one 
may whose field is among a race on which grief has 
set a heavy hand for so many centuries. He does not 
get very near them, for they are shy of strangers, and 
only occasionally does he get a glimpse of their pri- 
vate lives.

FAR FROM THE CROWD IN A 
TUSCAN TOWN. 


HEN you are a resident of Italy 
and have passed a long Winter 
setting tourists upon the artistic 
path in which they should walk, 
there comes a moment in early 
Spring when your chief desire 
seems to be to be delivered for 

a while from your friends. 
view my housé mate and I jumped aboard 
a rickety tram car one fair morning and 
indifferently demanded our tickets to its 
terminus, not caring where this might be, 
only delighted that no foreigner shared 
our carriage and certain that the line was 
not a popular one or it would have been 
more spruce. 

For two hours we reeled in and out 
among beautiful low-lying Tuscan 
hills, making frequent stops at wayside 
hamlets, where we took up parties of 
merrymakers and voluble red-cheeked 
peasant women, wearing their quaint old 
jewels with as much dignity as Queens, 
for it was a holiday for fhem as well as 
for us. The day was as perfect as only 
a Tuscan day, “ plucked from out the 
heart of Spring,” can be, and the further 
we moved from the city’s domes and 
palaces the happier we grew. It seemed 
to matter little whether we were bound 
for a day’s outing or a Summer's stay. 

Our road led us past the historic con- 
Certosa, where the lime trees 
shed their fragrance along the whole 
length of the valley; it skirted lordly 
pleasaunce villas approached by stately 
cypress groves, it whizzed past a stream 
in which the washerwomen beat the 
townsfolks’ fine liren into rags in their 
energetic mode of cleaning, which consists 
of rubbing it between stones. We mean- 
dered through a village populated by the 
stone cutters who quarry the excellent 
pietra serena whereof these Apennines 
are formed, a stone of which all Tuscany 
and many Roman houses are built. ¢ 

Then gathering its breath with a 
wheeze, which sent volumes of smoke into 
the funny little carriages, our tram 
plunged toward the foothills which di- 
vide the Val d’Arno from the wine-famed 
valley of the Chianti. At first it skirted 
fields of corn and poppies, the corn al- 
ready standing high, for in Tuscany it is 
usual to cut it on first midsummer day, 
which is also St. John the Baptist’s feast 
—the greateat holiday of the year in Flor- 
ence, for St. John is the town's patron 
saint. 

Then followed olive groves in full 
bloor:, the tiny white flowerets of the 
tree emitting a faintly pungent odor not 
unlike privet. As the road began to 
climb upward the chestnuts held the day, 
spreading a canopy of greeny yellow 
shade and dappling the blossom-powdered 
earth with myriads of sun patterns. A 
most important factor in Italian peasant 
life is this genial tree. The failure of-its 
fruit crops spells famine for many a hill 
village cr-humble home. For from chest- 
nut flour is compounded the gritty priml- 
tive loaf that is often ihe sole sustenance 
of the mountain dwellers 
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For a moment it almost seemed as if we 
journeying in Wales, wild and 
rugged were the villages, so deserted the 
forlorn little stations. Then from Wales 
we suddenly plunge into Norway, with 
its deep gulches and narrow passes. Then 
at last there lay spread out before us in 
all glory the entrance to the world- 
famed Val di Chianti. 

This is a long oval basin, but slightly 
depressed, whose rim rises to a height of 
about 2,000 feet in serles of vine-covered 
terraces. At first sight we think we 
have waridered by chance into some gi- 
gantic kitchen garden of the anctent gods. 
The rows of vines stood straight as ar- 
rows, the hedges were clipped and tend- 
ed, here and there a shy briar rosé peeped 
from among the decorous branches of the 
bush, while now and again from pictur- 
esque caprice an infinitesimal rivulet was 
spanned by an imposing gray stone camel 
bridge, over which it is well-nigh impos- 
sible to get any beast to trudge. 

The valley is sundered by the Greve, 
which is a stream in Winter, but in Sum- 
mer faints for lack of energy and sinks 
into a where congregate 
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speckled beauties that beggar description. 
Sun-kissed indeed is this spot of earth. 
No wonder the wine, its richest produce, 
remains rosy, and that Chianti, no matter 
when drunk or in what clime, never loses 
its velvety softness, its rich vigor. 

As we station after station we 
longed to jump out and walk wherever 
the spirit might lead, but still we clung 
to our first determination to go on to the 
end of the line It was not far off. We 
finally dismounted at the little mediaeval 
village of Greve, boastful of its antiquity, 
glorying in the fact that no railway runs 
near enough to it to be ,of use, scantily 
tolerant of the tram line, which, it 
enretul to insist, does not actually reach 
the burg, since it halts a few rods off in 
sSreat humility, 

Crossing the dividing barrier that marks 
off talian town or village for local 
custom purposes, we entcred the chicf 
market place. It fascinated 
Our eyes rested upon an 
surround4 by, red and 

fifttenth century 
stories are built so 
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irregular space 
terra cotta colored 
houses, whose lower 
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as to form a series of bright-colored 
arcades sheltered by brilliant yellow Venc- 
tian blinds. 
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The roofs formed’ by these arcades fur- 
nish an encircling series of continuous 
gardens that connect house with house 
and give to the whole place a sense of 
neighborliness, Taking careful stock of 
them all, we selected as our resting place 
the house that blazed with the brightest_ 
and cheeriest blossoms and crossed the 
plazza in search of {ts portal. 

When we arrived where the door should 
have been, we only fovnd what was ap- 
parently a coal hole and mysterious pas- 
sages which seemed to beckon unwary 
venturers into dark and unknown regions. 
Knowing, however, that in accordance 
with ancient Tuscan traditicn a man be- 
smears with all manner of uncleanliness 
his own front door lest his enemy become 
envious and destroy his ahode, we were 
undismayed and boldly accosted a passer- 
ky as +o the exact eal hole to attack. 

Once inside and upon the dark, musty 
stairway, we were soon encouraged by a 
flood of light streaming from an upper 
door, while even from our outer gloom 
we-caught brief glimpses of an outer 
court flooded with sunshine, inclosed by 
a brick wall where pink and red geran- 
fums ealivened the view and birds wers 
caroling with all their little might. 

And here a word of counsel to the 
would-be Italian traveler given by one 
who has long and vast experience on 
these lines. Never be dismayed by the 
outward look of unfriendliness presented 
by an Italian inn. I would even venture 
to go further and to say that the more 
forbidding seems the exterior the more 
hospitable the interior is likely to be. 

We appeared to be the only guests, yet 
the bedrooms were snowy in their fresh 
readiness, and on asking what could be 
prepared for our midday meal we were 
not a little surprised to receive for our 
selection a list of such variety and choice 
that we almost forgot that we were in the 
heart of the country, far away from the 
delicacies of city markets. And so good 
was the cooking that even a lady fresh 
from England who had joined our party 
and who had repeatedly assured us she 
could touch nothing cooked with oil or 
that ofl had even distantly approached 
ate heartily and absolutely refused to be- 
lieve us afterward when we assured her 
that her bugbear, ofl, had formed the 
staple ingredient of each dish. 
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The fact is this abhorrence of oil pro- 
fessed by foreign travelers to Italy ls a 
prejudice partly rooted in ignorance and 
partly arising from the circumstance that 
English and American cooks do not know 
how to handle oil, English traders how to 
buy it or to sell it, nor the English house- 
wife how to preserve it, if by a mere 
chance she gets the real stuff. For what 
is sold by grocers as “‘ pure Lucca oil’’ is 
too often either a third-rate quality of oul 
such as not the meanest Italian beggar 
would swallow, or more likely cottonseed 
oil which, as compared to that of the 
Olive, is as moonlight unto sunlight. 

To know what oil is like you should see 
it in a Tuscan cellar as it rests, rich 
amber tinted, warm, pure, and scrupu- 
lously Umpid, in the great earthen jars of 
exquisite classic mold in which it Is stored 
in every well-appointed household. May 
this little digression on oil forgiven 
me, but I cannot abide to see one of God's 
richest gifts to man maligned as the for- 
eign tourist in his ignorance maligns it. 

These oil jars, by the way, are a native 
product and form one of the richest in- 
dustries of the villages that surround the 
Chianti. They are molded by hand and 
set out in the hot air to bake, for every- 
thing is sunwarmed in this happy land. 

Our meal was served by the blithesome 
landlady, as friendly and gay as her own 
birds. She chirped to us of the weather, 
the last baptisms, weddinzs and funerals, 
and the prospects of the wine harvest—a 
harvest on which the whole prosperity of 
the district depends. And as she chattered 
we ate her excellent fare in the cool, 
brick-tiled, whitewashed room, in which 
She had laid it~a chamber whose air was 
faintly touched with the fragrance of the 
honeysuckle which peeped from between 
the heavy shutters that defended us from 
the sun's piercing rays. 

After we had dined we adjourned to the 
roof of the arcade for our coffee, for the 
sun had already shifted thence, and from 
this flower-encircled height we looked 
down upon the stray passerby and 
watched the village life. Sleepy enough it 
was at this hour, for an Italian rises to 
his work when a foreigner turns over for 
his secohd sleep, knowing the value of 
the cool early hours, but in return he 
rests when the foreigner is heating his 
body and broiling his brain, enduring 
fever and sickness by rushing abrvuad in 
the noonday heat. 

An occasional girl shuffled 
piazza in clacking wooden sandals, carry- 
ing two huge copper water jars*which she 
filled at the fountain—once a Roman col- 
umn, now mold and moss covered, but 
beautiful in its decrepitude as only the 
marble of old knows how to be. 
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Observation showed us that like nearly 
all the Tuscan country dwellers the people 
of Greve are quiet and restrained, By day 
the men work in the vineyards owned for 
the most part by the nobilitv. who still 
bear names familiar to our ear from the 
pages of Dante, Petrarch, Boccaccio, and 
Arlosto. They also work among the olives, 
whose tree only yields a rich harvest every 
alternate year. 

It is good, wholesome labor, not crip- 
pling to limb or lung, nor debasing by its 
environments, No wonder it produces fine 
human types! The women tend their few 
but sturdy children, and in spare hours 
spin and weave from their home-cured 
flax and hemp their own sheets and 
clothing. Neither men nor women take 
much pleasure in visiting the city, and 
they vastly prefer their own heartily sen- 
sible conservative politics to the turbulent 
political excitements that break out at 
regular intervals in the neighboring 
burghs. 

On Sundays the entire population ad- 
journs to its one church to attend midday 
mass. In the little square that fronts it 
the courting, the business, and the gos- 
siping of the week is reviewed and com- 
mented. If a baby has been born during 
the week it is brought here to be baptized 
after Sunday mass. Its bearer is usually 
some elder sister or friend who wears on 
this occasion the family heirloom of rich- 
ly embroidered lace scarf and pear! neck- 
lace. 

On holiday afternoons the town square 
is devoted to the playing of bowls or nine- 
pins by the younger members, while the 
rest give themselves up to quiet chatting 
in front of the single café, where a tiny 
cup of black coffee furnishes the sole dis- 
sipation for the day. Vespers calls the 
inhabitants once more together. At the 
prayers’ en% friends salute affectionately, 
and in traditional phrase wish one an- 
other ‘‘a haypy week of work and a short 
list of penances.” 

In the Chianti, as In the rest of Tuscany, 
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the land is held by the rich and worked | 
by the peasants, who share with their | 
masters the yield of the soil. The latter | 
provide the implements, the beasts of bur- 
den, the seeds or grafts, and the laborer | 
gives his own time and that of his whole 
family. 

In Autumn, after the harvest is gar- | 
nered, the year’s yield is equally divided | 
between master and man. It is known in| 
political economy as the mezzadria sys- | 
tem. This truly patriarchal scene tradi- | 
tionally takes place upon the open paved 
court that always fronts the granary. 
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As the afternoon wore on to coolness we 
turned out for a stroll among the sternly | 
built but gayly flower-decorated houses. | 
The church, strange to say, offered little 
attraction, but even there we had the} 
same feeling of quiet, prosperous devotion, | 
restful and delightful after the tourist- | 
exploited churches of the big Italian} 
cities. | 

Finally, as the first stars came shyly | 
peeping from out the sunset, we climbed 
the neighboring rocca, (fortress,) whence 
from the half-ruined tower of this crum- 
bling feudal castle we could see the whole 
Chianti spread before us. The land was 
bright with purple patches that spoke of 
the iris fields which form such a feature | 
of the Tuscan’Spring landscape. Scarce-! 
ly does the flower attain maturity than 
it is gathered and sent to the city mar- 
ket, where it lends a touch of beauty 
eyen to the dreary sitting rooms of pen- 
sions and hotels. Still, it is for its root 
that it ig cultivated, a bulb which, ground 
into the finest powder, furnishes the orris 
root of trade. 

As we bade adieu to our hostess to re- | 
turn to the world’s delights we resolved 
soon to visit her again. Our Dill fn all 
amounted to 5f.! On inquiry we were told 
that for 8%f. a day we could stay here 
with the birds and the geraniums, live on | 
the fat of the land, sleep on snowy white/| 
homespun sheets, and splash each morn-| 
ing in a great Roman bath which stands 
in the walled garden. | 

Our short cut was so really short that | 
we reached it before the tram, but we met} 
instead a little country diligence bound | 
for the city, which offered us seate for a} 
song. So we got up and clattered into our 
own plazza in time to tumble into bed, 
tired and happy, with confused plans in 
our heads of departure on the morrow for 
this secluded spot, where the tourist does 
not trouble, and even an ancient tram line 
is looked upon as a senseless modern mode 
of locomotion. 

We are now getting our traps together, | 
and few though they be, we have reduced 
them to a minimum, and are going to dis- 
appear presently, sinking from the horizon 
for a long Summer of quiet reading and 
study, where friends will never find us 
out. They*would never think of our re- 
treat, and yet, strangely enough, we shall 
not be twelve miles from the heart of 
Florence, and three hours of varied foot 
and tram travel will us down in the 
shadow of Giotto’s Campanile. 

All this only shows that it is possibic 
to live as quietly, as humbly, and withal 
as happily, ay, and perchance as prim!- 
tively, in this land of traditions as it was 
in the days when in return for a Winter's 
residence the great bard offered a hum- 
ble cobbler fitting recompense, and was 
answered that since the Almighty sent 
the food it was as free as the air to him 
who desired to eat, and, as for the wine, 
it was as cheap as the sparkling dew- 
drops. 

And now, why do not students 
go and do likewise and into the 
sweet Tuscan land for study and reading 
in leu of dwelling amid bricks and mor- 
tar? True, some knowledge of the lan- 
guage and yet more of the ways of the 
land are needfvl, but the Italians are 
sharp and observant, and allow a few 
words from a foreigner to go a long way. 
They soon find out, too, what the stranz- 
er likes and wishes, for they are before 
all things an eminently friendly people,

HE longed-for white laborer in the 
South is, in one section, no longer 
a dream.* He has arrived in the 
person of thousands of Danish 
and Italian immigrants.

dependent on negro labor. The white 
man’s very political and social dom- 
inance has made it difficult for him 
to labor in the fields and the woods.

E will walk rather than have 
trolley tracks on our shell 
roads,” was the decision of @ 
town meeting recently held 
at Pass Christian, Miss, And 
President Jones of the Gulf & 
Ship Island Railroad Company 

had to promise to lay the tracks of his 
road’s new trolley feeder-on a right of 
way. The shell roads of Mississippi's 
coast have been famous for eighty years. 
Shaded by lines of beautiful live oaks, 
they wind in and out, now showing an 
old-time Southern mansion, now a glimpse 
of the blue Gulf. Locally they are said 
to be the best in the country. The many 
Winter visitors from the North, mindful 
of Jersey and Westchester bogs, seldom 
dispute this claim. 

The Gulf & Ship Island Railroad Com- 
pany, which controls transportation in 
Southern Mississippi, is bullding a trolley 
line for thirty miles along the coast as a 
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feeder. Pass Christian people have de 
termined that the trolley must keep of 
their roads. Other people’s roads*d@id no 
matter, but the shell roads must be sa 
cred to the horse, and, under protest, th 
automobile. 

As the rails came nearer the interes 
grew, until the town had not bee! 
stirred since the war, and a town meetinj 
resulted.

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A BUSINESS WOMAN’S HOTEL. 
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Is the Working Woman Willing tc 
Pay a Fair Price at One or 
Does She Want Charity? 


PECIAL attention has ,been drawt 
in the past few months to th¢ 
work in New York City for the 
benefit of working women by the 
publication of ‘‘ The Long Day,” 
a story of a New York working 
girl told by herself to a careful 

compiler, who gives us a vivid picture of 
present-day conditions among the womer 
workers in sweat shops, box factories, 
artificial flower making, and even steam 
laundries. It is not a pleasant picture, but 
a valuable one, in revealing these condl- 
tions to many who would not otherwise 
know of them, and the Fifth Ave rece 
tor who asked every one of his congrega<« 
tion to read it did them and the author a 
service, 

Not many girls, it is hoped, would have 
had the temerity to take the risks this gir) 
did. One reviewer says: ‘‘ Like Dante, she 
has seen the inferno.’’ One is tempted to 
ask, Was it not an inferno of her own 
choosing? 

In the beginning of her New York ca- 
reer, when she returns to her cold and 
lonely room, to discover that while she 
was seeking work the house has burned 
and her few possessions are in ashes, she 
and others are given shelter for the night 
at the comfortable home of what she rep- 
resents as a kind woman of wealth. 
When they are about to leave in the 
morning to this one girl is offered a posi- 
tion of housemaid. She has no clothes ex~- 
cept those she wears, does not know 
where she will sleep that night, and has 
no work, yet she refuses the opportunity 
of employment in a home of comparative 
luxury, where she would have room, food, 
and wages, giving the impression it was 
something she could not consider for a 
moment. Instead she goes out to anxious 
days, growing to months of misery, to de- 
grading work of various kinds, getting 
dangerously near to a state where all was 
lost, even honor. One marvels by what 
process of reasoning she was able to en- 
dure her fearful labor at the steam laun- 
dry, with her sudden flight from the ad- 
vances of the unspeakable ‘‘ boss,” and 
yet decline to serve cultivated people in a 
well-ordered private house. 

The book entirely ignores the work done 
for working girls in the past twenty years 
in New York, the innumerable girls’ clubs 
that furnish social recreation in cultivated 
surroundings; the trade schools, the out- 
growth of the work In these clubs of wo- 
men of influence who saw the need of 
trained workers; the system of vacation 
houses, that makes possible vacations to 
the girls at trifling cost, and maintains 
two houses tn the Adirondacks for those 
with tubercular tendency, paying the rail- 
road fare of the girls to and fro. A special 
plea is made for a hotel for working wo- 
men on the order of the Mills Hotel for 
men. While nothing on so large a scale 
has succeeded, there are a dozen on a 
small scale scattered over the city. Not 
one, at last accounts, was paying expenses 
on a business basis. Why not? we are 
asked. Partly because they are. run on a 
small scale, but more because women re- 
quire more than men and are not as will- 
ing to pay for what they get. 

One of the compensations of being a 
business woman is that our reasoning 
powers, with which nature does not seém 
to have endowed us liberally, do develop a 
little. Let us use them on the proposition 
of a woman’s hotel in New York City, No 
one denies that rent, food, and service 
cost more in New York than in any city 
of the United States, possibly in the world. 
In Horse Show week some friends tele- 
graphed ahead for a room at a first-class 
hotel in this city. When they arrived they 
were assigned to a room about 12 by 15, 
with one window looking out on a court. 
The room did not have a clothes closet, 
and there was no bathroom attached. For 
this room they paid, without board, $7 a 
day! An excessive charge, no doubt, but 
at that price the demand was more than 
the supply. 

Now, what does every working girl want 
when she is agitating the subject of a 
woman's hotel? It would not be safe to 
attempt a statement of all she wants, but 
these are some of the things: A desirable 
location; a room to herself, neatly fur- 
nished and cared for; at least one window 
to the street, and on no account a sky- 
light room, although so exclusive g place 
as the Woman’s University Club has sev- 
eral skylight rooms; a parlor—if ppssible, 
private ones; a place where she cap wash 
her clothes, another where she cyn iron 
them with an electric or gas iron; tele- 
phone service; an arrangement by which 
she can have certainly two meals, \ysually 
three, a day; a servic? that will ‘eceive 
and deliver packages, mail, and messages. 
What is she willing to pay? From $4 to 
$7 a week, and very few at the latter 
price, which highest price is only one- 
seventh of the price of room without 
board quoted above. 

A hotel of this description has just been 
completed on West Twelfth and Hudson 
Streets, giving single rooms with break- 
fast and dinner for $4 a week. It is built 
by one of New York’s most successful 
business men, Mr. Martin of Rogers, Peet 
& Co., but even his clever business ability 
does not expect it to pay more than the 
expense of running, eliminating entirely 
interest on the investment. It will be a 
boon to many, and always there will be 
need for such places where the struggling 
girl not yet on her feet financially can be 
helped with low rates, but let her face the 
fact that she is accepting charity. 

An equal need exists for a hotel where 
the thoughtful business woman, who 
wants to pay for what she gets and does 
not want to accept benefits even from a 
philanthropist, can feel she is’ part of a 
plan that pays a fair rate of interest on 
the investment and does away with exor- 
bitant profits. With all the experiments 
in this city that ideal is not yet accom- 
plished.

Fishermen Blame Each Other 
for Decrease of Sport.

LONG BEACH, L. IL, June 30.—While 
fishermen daily bring back many fish 
from their trips, it is said that the num- 
ber of fish is steadily decreasing in the 
waters of Hempstead Bay. This declara- 
tion 's the at present of quite a 
controversy between the owners°of naph- 
tha launches and the net fishermen. The 
huok-and-line fishermen, or those who 
vse motor boats as. conveyances, insist 
that the increasing scarcity is due to the 
labors of those who use nets. The ones 
attacked by this assertion return with the 
affirmation that the:fish are fleeing from 
the more peaceful bay imto the rougher 
waters of the ocean because of the dis- 
turbance and noise of the motor boats. 

Ben Molitor, a fishing expert, who has 
spent eighteen Summers at Long Beach, 
in speaking of the dispute, says that white 
he believes that motor boats to a certain 
extent frighten the fish and make them 
wilder, the result Is only a local dtsturb- 
ance, but that the continuous netting 
seems to be the real cause of the growing 
scarcity. Mr. Molitar explains this by 


saying that the biggest detriment to reg- 
ular fishing is caused by the small-sized 
mesh nets that are in such common use 
for the purpose of catching eels.
